In a test con- 
ducted by Professor Lawrence, of Raynham, Mass., during the 
season of 1908, among sixty-two varieties of both English and 
American stock, this stood sixth on the list, showing a yield of 
410 bushels to the acre, with considerable resistance to blight. It is white in 
color, one of the earliest, if not the very earliest on our list; slightly flattened 
in shape, with blunt seed end; similar to the Early Ohio, shoal-eyed, flesh 
white, fine grained, excellent table quality,and a robust grower; in short, one of 
the most promising and satisfactory varieties we are sending out to the trade. 
We believe this early Potato will be especially desirable and profitable 
as an early market-garden variety, considering its earliness, handsome white 
appearance, quality and productiveness. The vines are stocky with heavy 
foliage, tubers uniform in size, altogether one of the best keepers in the many 
varieties that we carry and worthy of the first place we give it.

Cold Weather Shipm ents During the cold weather months, our seed Potatoes are loaded direct 


from our frost-proof storehouses into Eastman Heater cars, which are 


supplied with artificial heat through a series of lamps fed by oil, which are kept at even temperature automatically. 
These cars in turn are run directly to destination, if anywhere within the Eastern States; if for points South, they 


run direct to Boston or New York, and the transfer is safely and quickly made by lighterage where cars do not run 
to ship’s side. 


Kind of Packages We Use Our seed Potatoes are all forwarded in standard double-headed, 


round-hoop barrels, or heavy Dundee sacks, containing 2? bushels, 
or 165 pounds net, the greater part being forwarded in sacks. We have found on long-distance shipments that the 
cost of the barrel, together with freight on weight of same, frequently amounts to from 40 cents to 50 cents per 
package, as against 10 cents for cost of sacks, which at destination can be disposed of at about cost. This operates 
entirely in favor of sack shipment, and, as our seed always arrives in prime condition, we advise our customers to 
order in this way.
